Mr. Silver announced, “I am going to con-" 


fess a secret that I have kept for fifteen 
years.” Mr. Silver then proceeded to ‘“‘con- 
fess’ that he had arranged for Cardinal 
Spellman to make two trips to South Ameri- 
can countries on behalf of the Zionist con- 
spiracy. As a Prince of the Church, Cardinal 
Spellman exerted his influence upon the 
Catholic South American countries to change 
their votes in the United Nations from “No” 
to “Yes,” on the admission of the so-called 
State of Israel to the United Nations as a 
member, an agent there for the Zionists. 


Mr. Silver “confessed” to his audience in 
the presence of Cardinal Spellman, that it 
was the votes which Cardinal Spellman

The 
South American countries did not look favor- 
ably upon admitting as a member state to 
the United Nations the regime of a recent 
armed uprising by a minority of a population, 
especially by a minority of recently trans- 
planted aliens.

populations. The South American countries 
opposed admitting to the United Nations as 
a member state the regime of the armed 
uprising in Palestine in May 1948 of the 
minority of recently transplanted aliens from 
eastern Europe.

of 80% of Palestine in 1948 by naked ag- . 


gression and by expulsion of the native 
Christian and Moslem 1,350,000 Palestinians 
from the country where they owned 94% of 
all the land and other assets. 


If not for this unpardonable act by Cardi- 
nal Spellman for obvious reasons, on behalf 
of his Zionist friends in-New York, the seat 
in the United Nations now occupied by the 
so-called State of Israel would now be occu- 
pied by the Republic of Palestine, and there 
would be no Palestine crisis today. Cardinal 
Spellman knew the Vatican had never recog- 
nized the so-called State of Israel at the time 
he pressured the Catholic South American 
countries to change their votes. Cardinal 
Spellman knewtherecently transplanted alien 
invaders in Palestine were eastern European 
so-called Jews of Asian Mongoloid Turco- 
Finn ethnic origin and Khazar ancestry.

President Truman officially “recognized” 
the so-called State of Israel shortly before 
midnight on May 14, 1948, exactly eleven 
minutes after the Zionist armed uprising in 
Palestine, seven thousand miles away, “pro- 
claimed” their “independence.” President 
Truman kept up his Secretary of State Gen- 
eral George C, Marshall until midnight to 
affix his signature upon the official “recog= 
nition” of the so-called State of Israel by 
the United States of America. President 
Truman had expressed his desire to “Am- 
bassador” Elath in Washington, “to recog- 
nize the infant state in the first hour of its 
birth.” Mr. Clark Clifford, once LBJ’s Sec- 
retary of War, remained at President Tru- 
man’s side until midnight to see that nothing 
went wrong with President Truman’s plans. 


Today, June 20, 1969, in The New York 
Times, Mr. James Reston, Executive Editor 
of The New York Times, and the nation’s 
most prominent political commentator, con- 
firmed the extent to which President Tru- 
man relied on Mr, Clark Clifford for his 
strategy. Mr. James Reston, in his column 
on the editorial page of The New York 
Times, commences his column today as fol- 
lows: “Former Secretary of Defense Clark 
Clifford seems to be developing a reputation 
for rescuing American Presidents from dis- 
aster. He helped develop the strategy for 
saving President Truman from almost cer- 
tain defeat in the Presidential campaign of 
1948.” It was no secret in Washington why, 
President Truman shocked the world by 
“recognizing” an armed uprising in Palestine 
in May 1948, by the recently transplanted 
illegal minority as a sovereign state. The 
United States was bound by the principles 
of international law which the United States 
between 1890 and 1948, accepted and re- 
spected in thirteen treaties, declarations and 
precedents for United States foreign policy, 
establishing the rule that the United States 
would never recognize territorial acquisitions 
acquired by force.

During one of my frequent visits to Sen- 
ator Kennedy’s office in- Washington, he 
made available to me for suggestions, his 
draft of the address he was to deliver on 
August 25, 1960, before the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America in New York City. It hap- 


“pened that August 25, 1960 was only a short 


time before the November 1960 Presidential 
election. Senator Kennedy had:sbeen prevailed 
upon to become™=the Democrat’s candidate 
for ‘President in the 1960 elections. His’ 
prospects were not good. He was a Catholic, 
and no:Catholic had ever been elected Pres- 
ident. After reading the draft, I suggested 
that Senator Kennedy delete several passages 
from his address before delivering it. In my 
opinion, they were not in the best interests of 
the United =States. It was my belief that 
those passages were inimical to the best 
interests and tō the security of our country. 
In three passages in the draft I saw were 
these words, “Ssrael is here to stay,” 
and, “if elected;’= that Senator Kennedy 
would, “even at the cost of war,’ defend 
the ‘political indepéndence and territorial 
integrity” of the so-called State of Israel.
